T h e G overnor o f M anam a O ftends U ncle 
Sain, and G ets D ism issed . 
W a sh in g to n , 
April 17th.—[Special.]— 
About a year ago General Vila, local Gov­ 
ernor o f Panama, issued an order directing 
the suspension of the Star and H erald of 
that city. 
The owners of the paper pro­ 
tested. 
The period of suspension was sixty 
days. 
Before the ponderous diplomatic 
machinery could he set going the tim e ex­ 
pired, and the publication ol the paper was 
resumed. 
Bayard’s last letter of instruc­ 
tion to our then Minister to Columbia, Mr. 
Jacob, was so forcible in its manner of 
dealing with the question of protection (in 
which it makes the above case a precedent) 
that som e extracts from it may be interest­ 
ing. 
After a good deal of backing and fill­ 
ing, the local Governor, who had issued the 
order of suspension, stated that the National 
Executive at Bogota had directed the sus­ 
pension, and not the local authorities at 
Panama. 
Bayard replies in these words : 
“ O fthis (the order of the National Gov­ 
ernment) there is no evidence beyond the 
recital quoted, and no intim ation of any 
lawful charges having been found. Such 
executive order, in time of peace, is against 
the Constitution of Columbia, and even 
were the facts established it would merely 
transfer to the Executive of the national 
power of Columbia the responsibility of 
wanton injury to the rights and property 
of American citizens.” 
Bayard then stated that this Govern­ 
ment denied the right of any foreign na­ 
tion to interfere with the business oper­ 
ations o f 
an 
American 
citizen, 
and 
restrict his rights. 
“ You w ill ask,” says 
says he to our Minister, “ (in case the Na­ 
tional Government has not already dealt 
with the local Government and compelled 
it to undo its action) of the Columbian 
Government either a frank disavowal of 
the acts of its agent and the stern rebuke 
and punishm ent o f General Vila for this 
reprehensible excess of authority or as­ 
sumption of responsibility for his acts.” 
The result of all this was that, though 
the tim e ol the paper's suspension had ex­ 
pired, the National Government disavowed 
the acts of General Vila and directed him 
to surrender his office to the next in rank. 


• JU R Y -FIX IN G .” 


Serious A lleg a tio n s G row ing O ut o í a 
M urder T rial in Iow a. 
Sioux City, April 17th.—The jury in the 
case of John Arensdorf, charged with the 
murder of Kev. Geo. (’. Haddock, disa­ 
greed and were finally discharged bv the 
Court at 11:50 a. m. to-’dav. 
The jury stood 
eleven for acquittal and one for conviction. 
Dennis O'Connell was the jurym an wlio 
stood out for conviction, and when the jury 
was before the Court he said that his judg­ 
ment was final. 
The Court therefore dis­ 
charged the jury from further service. 
CHARGES OF JURY BRIBING. 
C h icago, April 17th.—The Daily News' 
Sioux City special says ; 
There were but 
few persons in the Court room when the 
Judge asked the Haddock jury to report. 
W hen the foreman announced that eleven 
jurors were agreed to acquit the prisoner, 
juror O'Connell (who is a tanner living in 
Liberty township) arose and said, in a feel­ 
ing manner, that he did not wish to be 
considered a stubborn man, but he had 
taken an oath before God and man to hon­ 
estly determine the case as far as he was 
concerned, and that he endeavored to dis­ 
charge that obligation. 
If he were to re­ 
main in the jury-room a m onth he could 
not and would not change nis opinion. 
No ore who heard juror O'Connell and 
witnessed his em otions could doubt the 
sincerity of his motive. 
Judge Lewis thereupon discharged the 
jury. 
It is rumored that the first ballot 
stood two for conviction. The other juror 
o f that opinion, C. G. Goss, when exam ­ 
ined as a juror, said he had an opinion and 
did not think he could give a fa:r and im ­ 
partial verdict. 
It is said that every possi­ 
ble argument was exhausted by the other 
jurors to change the opinion of O'Connell, 
but in vaiu. 
After the discharge o f the jury foreman 
Webster went to Judge Lewis and openly 
expressed the belie! that O'Connell was 
bought up by the State. 
The Judge re­ 
sponded he believed the juror was honest 
in itis conviction. 
In an interview O'Con­ 
nell reiterated his statement to the Judge, 
and being questioned said he was given to 
understand before the case was closed that 
the defense knew the jury would stand 
eleven to one for acquittal. 
Questioned on 
the subject foreman W ebster said to the 
Judge that he [presumably O’Connell] had 
been bribed by the prosecution. O’Connell 
said he had scarcely so much as saluted 
the prosecution during the trial, and asked 
would there not be more likelihood on the 
other side. 
H e said significantly that lie 
did not want to implicate anyone, but ad­ 
mitted that he had been asked to name his 
price. 
O’Connell said this off er was made 
on behalf of the defense, but declined to 
say at present who made it. 


SUNDAY IN W ASH ING TO N. 


T h e N ation al C apital for O nce A ssu m es 
a Salilm th A p p earan ce. 
W a sh in g to n , April 17th.—This has been 
a quiet Sunday in W ashington. 
The order 
of the Commissioners directing the closing 
of nearly all places of business went into 
effect this m orning and was generally ob­ 
served. except in a few matters upon which 
published interviews indicate a difference 
of opinion between the municipal authori­ 
ties. 
There were several dealers, however, 
especially in down town districts, who kept 
open and announced their intention to test 
the law. 
The order which produced this 
result was based upon an obsolete law 
which directed that all places of business, 
such as groceries, saloons, butcher shops, 
confectionery and cigar stores, be kept 
closed on Sunday ; that news stands and 
newsboys should not be allowed to sell 
alter 1 o’clock ; that drug stores should 
sell nothing except medicines, and that 
carriages should not loiter on the street. 
The delivery o f m ilk, bread, etc., and arti­ 
cles previously purchased, the order said, 
would not be interfered with, nor would 
eating-houses 
he closed, provided their 
bars, if any, were closed and separated 
from the restaurant. 
The liquor men, it 
is believed, in nearly every instance obeyed 
the order although the police report that 
there were one or two violations, 
it was 
noticed that two saloons kept bartenders 
at their doers, and that people were allowed 
to enter cigar stores that were closed, with 
the exception o f a few places, where the 
owners informed the police that they de­ 
sired to test the law. 
All confectioneries 
were closed, and no hacks were seen on the 
streets. 
The observance of the order, as 
regards drug stores and news stands was 
much less general. 
A few of the hotels, notably the Biggs 
House and Everett House, refused to serve 
guests with wine at their m eals, but this 
practice did not generally prevail. 
The 
police did not arrest those whom thev de­ 
tected evading the law, but reported the 
facts to their superiors, and it is under­ 
stood that warrants will be issued to-mor­ 
row for their arrest. 
The police refuse to 
state the number o f violations discovered, 
but six arrests were made for drunkenness 
up to 10 o clock to-night, against an aver­ 
age o f about twenty on previous Sundavs.

About four weeks ggo a committee of the 
Knights of Labor notified the butchers of 
this city that they m ust not sell Armour’s 
meat in the future. 
The butchers complied 
with the request, and a carload of Ar­ 
mour’s meat on the track here spoiled. 
Armour subsequently came here and vainly 
tried to sell his meat.' About ten days ago 
he opened three retail markets in the city. 
It was predicted that he would get no trade, 
and the opening of the markets was at­ 
tended with much excitement, hut, con­ 
trary to prediction, hundreds of people, 
including Knights o f Labor, went to the 
markets and bought meat, which was re­ 
tailed at four cents per pound below the 
locai prices. 
The Akron batchers now 
agree to buy Armour’s meat as before, if 
lie will withdraw his retail markets, which 
w ill be done. 
Armour's representative 
said his em ployer did not wish to be ag­ 
gressive or mean, but he did not propose 
to let the local butchers boycott him in the 
manner they did.

The Times suggests that the signature was 
so written, so that it could be torn oft', if 
necessary. _ The letter, 
which 
is dated 
sim ply “ 15-5-82,” without an address, isas 
follow s: 
Dear S ir: I am not surprised at your friend's 
anger, but he and you should know th at to de­ 
nounce m urder was the onlv course open to us. 
To do that prom ptly was pla'inly our best policy; 
but you can tell h im . and all others concerned, 
that though 1 regret the accident of Lord Caven­ 
dish’s death, 1 cannot refuse to adm it th at 
Burke got no more than his deserts. You are 
at liberty to show him this and others whom 
you can trust also, but let not my address be 
known, lie can write to the House of Com­ 
mons. 
The Times says : “ Parnell cannot expect 
that the sim ple republication of this letter 
will have any weight with public opinion. 
H e must bring more solid proofs to annul 
the effect of this disclosure.”

Country. 
O tta w a (Ont.), April 17th.—The Cana­ 
dian Government’s expedition to the Y u­ 
kon country leaves here on W ednesday. It 
w ill consist o f Dr. Dawson, Assistant Di­ 
rector of the Canadian Geological Survey, 
two subordinate members of the survey 
staff, and Dom inion Land Surveyor Ogilvie. 
The chief object of the expedition is to 
locate and make a preliminary survey of 
gold fields in northern British Colum­ 
bia. 
Strong representations have come 
lrotu m ining companies at Seattle, W. 
T., which desire to acquire m ining rights 
in the district, but will not invest capital 
unless the Canadian

them a sure title. 
A s m iners are reported

Since last November the authorities of 
the Richmond and Danville Railroad have 
missed various articles of freight from trains 
en route to the South. 
Goods to the value 
of $5,000 have been reported m issing. 
The 
robbery was traced to Greenville, and it 
was discovered that Caldwell had been 
offering privately a large lot of plaids 
for sale. 
Investigation showed that a 
systematic plan 
o f robbery was being 
operated by an organized 
hand. 
The 
schem e was to have a member of the gang 
conceal him self in a loaded freight car at 
som e station north of Greenville, select as 
much of the cargo as be deemed available, 
and as ihe train passed the Fair Grounds, 
just outside the Greenville lim its, throw 
out the goods. 
A coniederate would be in 
waiting to spirit the goods away till they 
could be sold. 
Porter W ellby, a negro, be­ 
lieved to be the ringleader, has escaped. 
Other persons are under suspicion, but so 
far no railroad men are implicated. 
Since 
his incarceration Caldwell has informed 
the Chief of Police where a lot of 7,500 
yards of plaids can be found at a store in 
the country. 


ILLEG AL T IPP L IN G . 


T h e N ew York P o lice G ather In 156 V io­ 
lators o f th e L aw . 
N ew Y o r k , April 18th—[Special.]—Not 
in m any years was the excise law so 
slrongly enforced as yesterday. 
In front 
of m any saloons on the Bowery stood men 
with the keys of side doors in their posses­ 
sion. 
Regular customers were admitted 
and the door locked again, but no bribing 
and pleading would induce them to open 
the door to strangers. 
They suspected 
every man they didn't know.

night on Saturday night ward detectives in 
different precincts went around to the sa­ 
loons and said to the proprietors :

have to keep closed to-day.”

men seen yesterday than on any previous 
Sunday for a long time. 
This enforcement oi the excise law,’" 
said a liquor dealer yesterday, “ will tend 
to make drunkards of women and chil­ 
dren.. Instead of going to the liquor store 
for his drinks on Sunday, a man will take 
a bottle of whisky home with him . 
He 
w ill drink, and so his wife, and the chil­ 
dren w ill take hold of the bottle, and you'll 
have the whole household drunk.’’ 
The police were rewarded for their vigi­ 
lance by capturing 156 persons w ho tried 
to evade the law.

T exas P eo p le E x cited O ver th e D iscovery 
o f H id d en G oid. 
Chicago. April I7th.—The 
Times' Fort 
Worth (Tex.) special says : Under a corner 
of the residence of W illiam Tubbs, Sr., a 
farmer living near Crawford, was found an 
old iron pot containing over $ 1,000 in gold. 
The discovery was made several days ago. 
Iu a peculiar manner. 
Two men called 
upon Mr. Tubbs and told him that an old 
Indian woman, whom they had taken care 
of in her last days, had revealed to them 
the fact that in 1865, fearing a visit from 
the Yankee soldiers, she had buried her 
wealth under Mr. Tubbs' house, and on her 
death-bed she had bequeathed it to them. 
The m oney was discovered as stated above 
Captain Beverly, who owns a farm near 
Mr. Tubbs’, says.tbat he and his hired man 
recently plowed up $5,6-10 in $10 gold 
pieces, which were scattered in the field. 
The statement created the greatest excite­ 
ment, and all the farmers in the neighbor­ 
hood aie now digging for gold, and som e of 
them have refused $100 an acre for their 
property. 
In 1819 the Tankawa Indians 
received $10,000 from the Texas Govern­ 
ment for a portion of their reservation, and 
as the tribe was encamped for nine months 
near where Beverly's larm now is, it is 
probable they hid most of their m oney in 
that neighborhood.

any time to reversal of modification. There 
is no reason to believe the Interstate Com­ 
I mission otherwise than sincere and de- 
t»J* paper on 1 voted to the ltcst interests of the country 
—its action thus far has given warrant for 
the reisiseot confidence in it. But we re- 
j>eat, the growth of California will be 
checked so long as the export of its pro­ 
ducts is dependent upon the decision of any 
tribon&l invested with the power the Com­ 
mission has. As the Call makes clear, our 
producers must 
trust to an 
outside 
m arket; our State is not yet so populated 
as to warrant manufacture of a large class 
of goods now procurable only of Eastern 
■manufacturers. 
But the interstate com­ 
merce law practically prohibits the output 
of one and the income of the other ; wool, 
wine, fruit and all kinds of canned goods 
must cease to move out by rail under the 
law. Yet the Chronicle, with a perverse­ 
ness that is simply amazing, insists that 
the law is a good thing for California, will 
develop manufacturing and build up San 
Francisco by securing to her the interior 
trade, which has heretofore, to a great de­ 
gree, been independent of the metropolis. 
In the face of this strange reasoning, the 
bankers, merchants, Board of Trade and 
investors of San Francisco, and producers 
of the State generally, have sent forward 
statements declaring that the operation of 
the new law will work irreparable injury 
to California and all her best interests. 
The consolation is, as the Call shows, that 
the Chronicle does not represent the public 
thought Itere ; is not received as such by 
our jieople, however much it may be looked 
upon abroad as an exponent of public 
opinion. 


THE TROUBLE THICKENS. 


A number of Eastern manufacturers and 
dealers have filed a protest with the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission against sus­ 
pending the long and short haul clause in 
favor of Pacific coast industries. The rea­ 
soning of the protest is exceedingly curi­ 
ous. They allege that the products of 
California industries have heretofore lteen 
carried to the first competitive point—the 
Missouri river—at a lower freight rate 
than lor intermediate points, Salt Lake for 
instance. As a result, the Eastern com­ 
petitors have l>een forced to meet the Pa­ 
cific coast prices at the Missouri river, and, 
as is alleged, to their exclusion. They 
therefore desire to have Section 4 of the 
law enforced against the Pacific roads, that 
they, the Eastern producers, may control a 
trade in the Mississippi valley which they 
contend is theirs of geographical right. 
Now it must be clear to any intelligence 
that this means simply that the consumers 
of these products must pay a royalty to the 
Eastern manufacturers. The exclusion of 
California competition under the Act, 
therefore, means the drawing of smart 
money from consumers in the Mississippi 
valley, for the. benefit of Eastern manu­ 
facturers. 
It may be said that if the law is en­ 
forced against roads from the Atlantic and 
the Pacific to the Missouri, alike, that 
e quity is done. In a sense this is true, if 
the difference in distance is ignored ; but 
it remains that to the consumers there will 
be a higher charge for the products by the 
Firing of the c mi petition to a common 
level. But under the old rule the manu­ 
facturers were also upon a level, the level 
of competition, with the short distance in 
favor of the East. 
The Chicago Freight Bureau and Board 
of Trade have filed a petition with the 
Commissioners, praying that the long and 
short haul clause be not suspended in all 
the region north of the ()hio and east of 
the Mississippi. The reasons for this pro­ 
test are, that if relief be given rail-carriers 
between Chicago and Buffalo, because of 
the great lakes carrier competition, that 
such a place as Peoria might then claim, 
with reason, that, as freight was being 
drawn to Chicago by the competitive rate, 
and as Peoria is jointly related witii Chi­ 
cago in shipments to Buffalo, it (Peoria) 
ought to be allowed also to meet the water 
route competition by a long haul low rate 
while maintaining a short haul higher 
rate for intermediate points. That is to 
say, all products jointly tributary to the 
commerce of Peoria and Chicago should 
1* granted the privilege of a lower rate 
for the long haul. 
In reply to this protest we should sim­ 
ply ask, “ W hat of it ?” 
Such action 
would simply amount to the restoration of 
the status prior to the law going iifto 
effect, when the competitive laws of com­ 
merce made the rule. This, we claim, is 
as it should be ; for there can be no statu­ 
tory interference with these laws which 
are natural and the outcome of natural 
forces, without injury to the whole current 
of trade. 
It does appear that the suspension of 
the long haul clause of the law for any 
division of the country traversed by com­ 
mercial parallel lines of transportation 
must carry with it the suspension of the 
clause for all such lines. There can be no 
equity in opening the door to one so sit­ 
uated ami closing it to another. 
If the 
long and short haul clause is good for any­ 
thing, it is good for all such carriers, and 
should be enforced against all. 
Mere it not a matter of such momen­ 
tous importance, and so deeply affecting 
every industrial and commercial interest, 
the reader of the dispatches in these davs 
might lie amused at the apparently inex­ 
tricable confusion iuto which the whole 
country has been plunged by this attempt 
on the part of the law-making power to 
force the current of commerce out of its 
channel and reverse the immutable laws 
of trade. 


The San Francisco Call has very point­ 
edly and justly called attention to the 
strange position of the San Francisco 
Chronicle. That erratic sheet, claiming to 
be an exponent of public opinion, and 
drawing its >iipjn>rt from the producers 
and industrial classes of California, is do 
lug, as the Call claims, its best to bolster a 
system of transportation laws that mean 
•death to production in California. 
Here 
.we are “ booming” the State, urging new- 
ooBiers to buy lands, 1-casting of the frnit- 
ftil «¿aracter of the soil and the bonate- 
ousuess of its yield, and at the same time 
aware of the fact that the opening and 
closing of the outlet for our raw products 
Js dependent upon the decree of a Com­ 
mission liable to change; that, indeed, must 
cliflPge in its petxumel from time to time, 


O n Saturday we spoke of the presence 
of Colonel \\ aring in the State, of his emi­ 
nence as a sanitary eHgineerand his prom­ 
inence in sewerage engineering, and sug­ 
gested that he should be asked to visit 
some of the northern cities and give his 
advice as to the proper system of sewerage 
that ought to be looked forward to as im­ 
perative, whatever the present ability to 
perform may be. Since then the Mayor 
of San Francisco has invited Colonel War­ 
ing to visit that city and give his opinion 
concerning sewerage there, and he is, it 
is understood, willing to do so. 
It ought 
to be possible to secure his views also con­ 
cerning the system Sacramento must some 
day adopt, for the almndonment of what 
she now has, it is admitted, will be neces­ 
sary with much more growth of the city 
Colonel Waring is under employment just 
now by San Diego to lay out a sewerage 
plan for that place. A wiser step than the 
resolution to adopt and build a system 
now, while the place is young, no city ever 
took. 
It would pay to expend a little 
mwicv to secure for ourselves the advice of 
the man who planned the improved Paris­ 
ian system, for Baris came to America for 
an engineer for the purpose. It ispossible 
that the eminent sanitarian would visit 
the Capital City to look over the ground 
for us without much expense to tho mu­ 
nicipality. At any rate, a man of such 
broad experience, and who has had to do 
practically* with all the best sewerage sys­ 
tems established in the last twenty years, 
being near to us, ought to be asked what 
he thinks we may* and can do in improv­ 
ing our system. 


T h e latest advices warrant the conclu­ 
sion this journal reached a few days ago, 
that in the matter of the Afghan frontier 
dispute England has “ eaten dirt.” 
A 
Berlin dispatch says that the adjustment 
of the Kojah Saleh matter created no 
alarm there, as it is inimical to Afghan­ 
istan. That is to say, England concedes 
that 
when 
the Kusso-English-Afghan 
Boundary Commission wrote that the new 
frontier was to begin at Kojah Saleh on 
the Oxtts, it was thereby* meant that Rus­ 
sia could extend the Turcoman frontier to 
the southern line of the Kojah Saleh dis­ 
trict instead of the town and ferry- of Kojah 
Saleh. This will strip front Afghanistan 
a slice of country about thirteen miles in 
width at the eastern end, and declining to 
nothing at the western, some eighty miles 
distant. But it means a step nearer to 
Herat on the part of Russia. Five years 
ago such a concession would have been 
impossible; to-day 
England humiliates 
herself before the Czar, and abandons her 
compact with the Ameer site herself placed 
upon the royal cushions to serve her pur­ 
pose. 


A p u b l ic lecturer in San Francisco last 
week asserted that there are over 5,000 
opium smokers in San Francisco alone, 
and that the vice of the opium “ habit” is 
rapidly growing. Yet it 1868 there was 
but one, and in 1871 but two opium smok­ 
ers in the metropolis. 
The speaker is a 
medical scientist who has investigated the 
question. He avers that his estimate of 
the number of smokers is low, and that 
other experts give nearly* twice as large a 
figure. 
The laws we have against the vice 
are of little account, and their enforce­ 
ment a matter of great difficulty. Society- 
wili presently be called upon to take vigor­ 
ous action for the suppression of the evil, 
and to burden itself with taxation for the 
care of the 
unhappy victims of the 
“ habit.” 
It would seem that the evil is 
already sufficiently- widespread to awaken 
the concern of philanthropists and those 
who labor in the interests of reclaiming 
fallen humanity and the prevention of 
personal degradation by* appetite. 


T he coarse but vigorous response of 
Iletily in the Commons indicates that the 
English legislators are copying after the 
American article. 
Healy's coarse reply*, 
and which in this country would mean 
fight, is excusable only bv the eqnallv vile 
attack made from the Government benches 
upon the anti-coercionists. When Sander­ 
son declared that such men as Gladstone, 
Trevelyan and Parnell were consorting 
with murderers and cutthroats, thieves and 
outlaws in their opposition to the Tory 
coercion bill, he invited precisely the reply 
tin t was given. True or false, any politi­ 
cal leader so assailed in a legislative bodv, 
would have been less than man not to have 
returned shot for shot. 


M h e n , as they have,3,300 non-conform­ 
ist clergymen of England, Scotland and 
Wales unite in a protest against the coer­ 
cion policy of England; when such men 
as Gladstone, Trevelyan and Ilareourt— 
once themselves coercionists whetl coercion 
was justified by the crimes which invited 


i t —are a unit against the Government’s 
jolicy; when such monster meetings as 
that of last week in Hyde Park can be 
held without disorder, it is evident that 
public opinion in England is undergoing a 
radical change and that the democratic 
idea is rapidly gaining ground.

LONG AND SHORT HAULS. 
(San F ran cisco C all, A pril l ’ th .l 
Here, where every one knows that the 
Chronicle often uses its influence adversely 
to the public interests, its remarks in refer­ 
ence to the long and short haul clause in 
the Interstate Commerce Act may be passed 
over with a smile. But as it can be mis­ 
taken in the East for an organ of Califor­ 
nian opinion, and as such may be used by 
New York concerns who are interested in 
driving our wool, and our wine, and our 
raisins, and our canned goods out of the 
markets which they have struggled so hard 
to reach, it is proper that it should be ex­ 
posed, that its absurdities should be laid 
bare and that its fallacies should be refuted 
more seriously than it would otherwise 
deserve. 
The notion which it endeavors to pro­ 
pound is that the long and short haul 
clause of the Interstate Act is calculated to 
protect California manufactures, and as all 
interference with business in the shape of 
protection is good, therefore the section in 
question ¡3 commendable. It is unaware— 
for its ignorance is on a par with its logic— 
that this 8tate is a producer of raw pro­ 
ducts and of products which have oniv un­ 
dergone one process of h a n d lin g th a t 
its products of what are strictly classed 
as manufactures is very stuali indeed, 
and will so remain until the popula­ 
tion of the coast becomes much denser 
than it is. 
We make capital boots and 
shoes here, but not more than half what 
our people consume; we make cxeellent 
woolen cloths at the Pioneer Mills, but 
they have to go East for a market; we have 
only two rolling mills, of small capacity; 
all or nearly all the hardware, the cotton 
goods, the dress goods, much of the furni­ 
ture, the rubbergoods. the fancy goods, that 
are used on this coast come from the East, 
and no amount of protection in the shape 
of increased railroad freights would aiter 
thia, simply because the consumption of 
this coast and its tributary country is too 
limited and too diversified to warrant the 
establishment of manufacturing plants on 
an extensive scale for the present. If we 
manufactured more heavily we should 
have to rely on the East for a market, and 
high freights would operate against that 
business. 
What. California does produce is wheat, 
wool, wine, brandy, dried fruit, green fruit! 
citrus fruit, bcaiis, hops, hides, honey! 
canned goods, mustard, raisins, and the 
like. 01 every one oí these articles the 
State has a surplus, which must be sold to 
the East or go to waste. Of course, every 
additional cent which is charged as freight 
on these articles is just so much out of 
the pocket of the California producer, and 
so much protection for p»oducers who are 
nearer the market. To argue that the long 
and short haul clause is beneficial to this 
State is to say that it is to our advantage to 
curtail our production and to shut ourselves 
out of the markets where alone our products 
can be exchanged for money. 
See how the thing works ! Our sugar re­ 
fineries are competing with Eastern refin­ 
eries in the Missouri valley markets. Un­ 
der the long and short naul clause the rail­ 
road holds that it must charge so much on 
California sugar that our people will no 
longer be able to compete. Our refiners ap­ 
ply to the Commission for n suspension of 
theclause: Instantly fourteen sugar re­ 
finers of New \ ork and Philadelphia pro 
test, and demand that the Commission shal. 
uphold the clause, in order to secure to 
them a monopoly of the Missouri river 
markets. Again. Every one knows what 
a hard fight our raisin-niakers have had to 
conquer a position in the New York mar­ 
ket in rivalry with the Spanish raisins. 
Now comes the long and short haul clause, 
and up go_ railroad freights on California 
raisins to 70 cents a box, as against 10 cents 
a box on Spanish raisins. Yet, when we 
try to get the clause suspended, the im­ 
porters 
of 
Spanish 
raisins, 
backed 
by the Chronicle, will protest, and may 
carry 
thctr 
point. 
So 
with 
wine. 
So 
with 
wool. 
So 
with 
canned 
goods. If the clanse is maintained our 
wine-makers will compete with the wine­ 
makers of Ohio and the spurious wine­ 
makers of New \ ork. Our wool-growers 
will compete with the wool-growers of 
Ohio and Michigan. Our canned goods 
will compete with the canned goods of 
Jersey and Delaware, with the tremendous 
disadvantage of being 2,500 miles further 
away from the consumer, and having to 
pay freight in proportion to mileage. 
It is no wonder that every bank in the 
city, and every merchant, headed by W. T. 
Coleman, should have petitioned 'tor the 
suspension of the obnoxious clause. It 
would be a wonder that any newspaper, 
dependent for its living on the patronage 
of the people it is doing its best to ruin, 
should have the inconceivable stupidity 
to justify that clause, if anything that ever 
apjiears in the Chronicle could be a matter 
of wonder to anyone. The only thing that 
could astonish people in that sheet would 
be common sense, and of that phenomenon 
there appears to be little prospect.

The editor of the Galt Gazette, who is ¡ 
(considered an authority on all insect pests, 
and one of the most scientific bugologists ! 
upon the Coast, thus discourses upon the 
grasshopper: 
The fanners in the vicinity of Clay 
station, and south of this point to Dry 
Creek, are becoming alarmed over the sud­ 
den appearance of myriads of young grass­ 
hoppers, and much danger of a plague is 
apprehended. Two years ago this insect 
pest did great damage in that vicinity, not 
only to the growing crops and pasture, but 
totally destroyed the young vineyards and 
berry patches. Vegetation of whatsoever 
kind suffered and the farmers lost heavily 
from the ravages of locusts. The partially 
bare ground south and east of Clay, where 
the young locusts are seen most plentiful, 
is generally the kind of land selected for 
hatching purposes. The eggs are usually 
deposited 
ONE INCH UNDER GROUND, 
And the time of batching varies greatly in 
different latitudes, at various altitudes, and 
at different times of the year. The pres­ 
ence or absence of warm or cold rains, 
too, seems to make a difference. 
Of 
course it is quite necessary that a certain 
degree of heat be present, as also a certain 
amount ot moisture. Sometimes it ap­ 
pears that eggs will hatch in a compara­ 
tively short time, and at others, when 
there is no perceptible variance in the con­ 
ditions, it requires much longer. Some 
eggs, too, lie over one year before hatch­ 
ing, and entomological writers go so far as 
to state that locust eggs will hatch after 
having been deposited two years in the 
ground. The young, after hatching, re­ 
quire from forty to sixty days in which to 
mature. Soon after hatching the little fel­ 
lows begin traveling in search of food, as 
they are generally hatched on ground par­ 
tially bare. They travel in droves, thus imi­ 
tating in the start the peculiar traits of the 
species. 
These droves become scattered 
as from time to time they move on in their 
half famished search for food, and in the 
course of their growth become so scattered 
and mixed up that by the time of matur­ 
ing hardly any two o'f a single brood are 
together. As soon as everything is favora­ 
ble, which is on the first fine morning 
with a pretty brisk breeze, with one ac­ 
cord numbers spring into the air, and begin

Until they haveattained a sufficient altitude, 
when they permit the wind to carry them 
along. During flight their position is gen­ 
erally face to the wind, and partially ele­ 
vated. Having mentioned a few character­ 
istics pertaining to the natural history of 
locusts, it might be well to add a suggestive 
remedy for their destruction. It the locusts 
are on an open, free place, one must dig a 
ditch across their way in front of them. 
The larger the ditch the better. One must 
cover the ditch with boards, and make a 
door (double folding) in the center. 
A lot 
of men must drive hoppers into the hole 
with branches and shouts, and some others 
stand near and brush them in with brooms. 
If they try to get out drive them back. 
Once tilled with the insects the hole must 
be covered up with dry grass, and fire put 
to it. However, even after that some of 
them will be alive at the bottom of the 
ditch. For that purpose one will have to 
bury the whole thing, and trample upon it. 
And do the same the next day. One could 
also make a fire in the ditch beforehand, 
and drive them into it. 
If the farmers in 
the district above mentioned apprehend 
the serious results complained of by the 
numerous grasshoppers in their midst, the 
sooner they enter into the work of extermi­ 
nating them the better. By taking advan­ 
tage of the earliest north wind a successful 
effort might be made to drive them south­ 
ward and into Dry creek, and the swift cur­ 
rent in that stream would drown and carry 
them off.

Much interest is felt among educators in 
Senator Stanford's choice for President of 
his university. It is understood that the 
selection has been made, but the name of 
the chosen one is not to be announced for 
the present. In conversation with a re­ 
porter on the subject yesterday Professor 
Welcker, ex-Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction, who is staying in the city, said 
that the number of prominent educational 
people fitted to fill the place is limited, as 
it will doubtless require executive ability, 
acquaintance with the world, and a knowl­ 
edge in some degree of most branches of 
learning. 
Learned professors who niav 
have won reputation in any particular 
field of knowledge, are, generally speaking, 
unfitted for such a position, as their devo­ 
tion to this branch has. kepi them in the 
cloister, made recluses of them to a certain 
extent, and kept them from knowing men 
and their ways as other people who mingle 
in society do. Such ardent students will 
probably, he thought, find places in the 
faculty of the college, and. although lie 
knew nothing about it, he opined that this 
corps of professors would be mutually 
agreed upon by Senator Stanford, the 
trustees of the college and the President. 
He could not say who might be selected, 
but having heard General Francis Walker 
mentioned frequently in connection with 
the institution, he considered him a likely 
man for the position —5.

VICTORIA. 
Myriads of locusts are reported to have 
made their appearance at Cashel. 
Every­ 
thing on the Government model farm is 
eaten up. 
Typhoid fever, with liianv cases of fatal 
result, continues in Melbourne; 830 cases 
were reported up to March 12th, 178 having 
proved fatal. 
A sad accident occurred March 16th at 
Geelong. A man named Tanner, noticing a 
cat on the roof of his house, threw a brick 
at it. The missile missed the cat and fell 
on the other side of the house, dropping on 
the head of his son, aged 0 years, killing 
him on the spot. 
At the Alexandria Theater on Saturday 
night, March 5th, a wrestling match in 
seven styles for the all-round champion­ 
ship of the world and £100 took place be­ 
tween Donald Dinnie and Cannon. Each 
won three falls, and the deciding fall was 
left for the collar-and-elbow style. 
The 
men struggled desperately for one hour and 
a quarter, and at midnight, by the advice 
of those on the stage, a draw was agreed to. 
A powder factory at Sandhurst exploded 
March 23J. Eight men were killed and a 
number injured. 


NEW SOUTH WALES. 
A farmer named Amos Smith and his 
wife, living about ten miles from Armi- 
dale, went to a show at the latter place 
March 17th, leaving five children alone at 
home. The parents stopped in Armidale 
all night, and joined the Salvation Army. 
The house caught fire during the night, and 
three little girls, aged respectively 9, 4 and 
2 years, were burned to cinders. Their 
charred remains, almost reduced to ashes, 
were found in a heap together under the 
bedstead. The other two children escaped 
a similar fate through their sleeping in an 
outhouse. 
At a colliery near Bulli a terrible explo­ 
sion occurreu March 22d. A sudden and 
terrific blast of hot air burst from the tun­ 
nel, and the force of the explosion blocked 
the mouth of the mine. A search party 
with difficulty penetrated and got a dis­ 
tance of three-quarters of a mile, when 
they discovered six charred bodies of adults, 
and the disemboweled remains of a bov. 
Efforts are being made to get at tiie other 
entombed persons, who are said to number 
seventy, but the rescue is believed to be 
hopeless. Many of the search p9rty were 
rendered unconscious by the foul air. 


QUEENSLAND. 
Floods have been very extensive through­ 
out the colony. A great deal of danmge 
has been done. 
A Brisbane special says : The prospector, 
Goodshaw, who with his mate was attacked 
by blacks near Thursday Island, has died 
of his wounds. 
The Government Resi­ 
dent dispatched a party of police to the 
scene of the attack, and they induced a 
party of natives to board their boat, and 
after a desperate struggle succeeded in cap­ 
turing six, including some of the actual 
participators in the attack on Goodshaw. 


TASMANIA. 
A woman named Orland, living at Ho­ 
bart, stabbed her husband in the throat 
while he was at breakfast. He died shortly 
after his admission to the hospital. The act 
seems to have been the result of drink.

as it does the entire mercantile interests of 
this city, herewith respectfully asks of the 
honorable Board of Interstate Commerce

Resolved. That the following telegram, 
signed by the President and Secretary, be 
sent to the Commission immediately: 
“ Our fmit-raising and wine crops are ma­ 
turing, and our manufacturers, packers 
and shippers are holding back, not daring 
to contract for raw products, as the in­ 
creased freight rates under the interstate 
law is from $309 to $800 per car. Our State 
is threatened with disaster nnless some re­ 
lief conies, protecting us against the present 
interpretation of the fourth section of the 
bill, which we ask your bodv to suspend 
until the people can be heard from.”

TELEGRAPHIC BREVITIES. 


Dom estic. 
* 
A fire occurred in New York on Saturday 
in which Bridget Hughes was burned to 
death. 
Cliief-Justice David K. Carter of the Su­ 
preme Court of the District of Columbia 
died on Saturday evening aged *5 years. 
In the closing ballot Saturday night in 
the Florida Democratic caucus Bloxham 
received 37, Perry 30, and 18 were scatter­ 
ing: 
E. F. Clam was hanged at Cassville, Mo., 
for the m urder of a young woman named 
Ella Bowe in July last. Fully 10,000 peo - 
pie witnessed the execution. 
A letter from Gladstone has been received 
in which the ex-premier passes high eulogy 
on Beecher. The letter will be made pub­ 
lic in the memorial now being prepared. 
The belief of the people of Hoboken is 
about confirmed that \V ater Register M ur­ 
phy is a defaulter. As near as can be as­ 
certained the am ount will reach froru $22,­ 
000 to $23.000. 
Dolly Vance, a handsom e and well- 
dressed woman 18 years of age, was locked 
up at Chicago on Saturday to await exam­ 
ination as to her sanity. H er home is in 
Los Angeles, California. 
H arry C. Logan, once a general member 
of the San Francisco Stock Exchange, 
died in New York on Saturday. In 1880 
L gan went East with other Californians, 
and was associated with the firm of Prince 
ifc W hiteley. 
The President hw made the following 
appointm ents: 
Alexander K. Lawton, 
o*l Georgia, to be Minister to Austro-Hun- 
eary ; Newman A. McConnell, of Tenne- 
see, to be Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of M ontana; George S. Peter, of 
Ohio, to be Attorney of the United States 
for Utah. 
Jim Bates, a desperado, said to have been 
the slayer of ten men, was killed Satuiday 
night in Polk county. He was serving a 
life sentence in the Georgia Penitentiary, 
but escaped a tew years ago, and during his 
temporary freedom killed two men. Four 
officers from Chattanooga found him in a 
den in the Chichouire mountains. H e tried 
to shoot the officers, but they tilled him 
full of buckshot. 
It is said that the employes of the 
Panhandle railroad propose demanding of 
the managers a guarantee that no further 
arrests shall be made, and that all the men 
now employed on the road be completely 
exonerated from any complicity in the 
alleged thefts. 
Should these guarantees 
not be forthcoming, the men wifi decline 
to enter again into the company’s service 
under the suspicion resting upon them. 
FOREIGN. 
Great efforts are being made to privately 
induce Gladstone to visit Ireland and ad­ 
dress a meeting there. If his health and 
voice perm it he will probably go. 
Succesful experiments have been made 
at Metz with a navigable balloon propelled 
with au electric motor. The Augsburg 
Algcmcine Zeitung says the balloon is the 
invention of a German engineer named 
W elker. 
A large dynamite bomb, with a burning 
fuse attached, was found Saturday night 
in a room near the private office of the 
Minister of Public Works, at Madrid. An 
employe pluckily quenched the fuse and 
there w as no explosion. 
Intelligence has been received at Bom­ 
bay that a body ot the Ameer of Afghanis­ 
tan’s troops made a night attack on a 
force of Ghilzal rebels and killed 200 of 
them. Several villages in the disturbed 
district have been destroyed. 
Austria continues to use all the money 
she can spare, and even more, in military 
improvements. Bulgaria is reported in 
great financial trouble, as well as in con­ 
stantly increasing danger from disorgani­ 
zation and demoralization of her army. 


PACIFIC COAST. 
The Los Angeles H ealth Officer states, 
that small-pox has virtually disappeared 
from that city. 
E. J. Baldwin’s racing stable leaves Los 
Angeles to-day for the East. The string 
fills three “ parlor” cars. 
There has been a strike among the San 
Diego printers, who ask an increase in pay 
from 40 to 45 cents per thousand eras. 
Peter La Grace fell at Tacoma, W. T , on 
Saturday and killed himself. He was un­ 
der the influence of liquor at the time. 
It is believed that the man lately ar­ 
rested at Globe, A. T., is Springer, the 
party who murdered his wife at Colton. 
Officers of General Dimond’s staff are in 
Santa Cruz arranging for the coming en­ 
campment of the Second Brigade, N. G. C. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad Compa­ 
ny’s surveyors are paralleling the Atchison 
road from Santa Aua to San Juan Capis­ 
trano, and at the latter place their line= are 
running southeast. 
George W. Morton, of Solano, has sued 
W. It. Hearst, of the San Francisco Exam­ 
iner, demanding $20,000 damages for t lie 
libelous publication of his name in the 
notorious John Branley communication 
from Vallejo. 
A Santa Ana dispatch says: The great 
storm of last Sunday has thrown vast 
quantities of m arine vegetation upon the 
beach, covering the shore for miles from 
live to six feet in depth, and evidences are 
apparent of some great subm arine disturb­ 
ance. Vast quantities of dead fish, whales 
and turtles of enormous size are strewn 
along the beach.
